STUDENTS WILL 
FACE UNITED 


Even Argentinians were surprised when Estudiantes de La 
Plata won the recent South American Champions’ Cup. 


Estudiantes defeated 
highly-rated Palmeiras of 
Sao Paulo (Brazil) seven 
weeks ago to win the right 
to meet European Cup 
winners Manchester United 
in the Intercontinental Cup 
final in September. 

No one in Argentina had 
any faith in the team when 
the marathon South Ameri- 
can series got under way 
seven months ago. 

For a start, Estudiantes 
‘are not based in Buenos 
Aires, the undisputed hub 
of the country’s soccer until 
now. 


They hail from La Plata, 
a town 70 miles out of 
Buenos Aires on the estuary 
of the River Plate, looking 
towards neighbouring Urug- 
uay over the bay. 


Estudiantes, as their name 
implies, started off as a 
university team (“estudian- 
tes” means students in 
Spanish) and even today 
most of their players hold 
liberal professions or are 
students. 


_ They are rated the most 
“intellectual” side in: South 
America and can boast two 
doctors, a dentist, a lawyer 
“and five students in the 
first team. 

Until four years ago the 
team was one of the “also- 
rans” in the competition, a 


long way behind the big 
clubs of Buenos Aires — 
Independiente, Racing, San 
Lorenzo, Boca Juniors and 
River Plate. 

Languishing at the bottom 
of the table, the manage- 
ment turned to coach Os- 
waldo Zubeldia in 1964, 
and the transformation has 
been remarkable. 

Zubeldia, a former 
national team manager, 
spent six months in Europe 


before taking Estudiantes 
over. 

He admits openly he 
copied his methods from 


England and the Continent. 


_ Estudiantes, thanks to 
Zubeldia, play more like a 
European team than a 
typical Latin side. 

Their collective outlook 
is the best in South Am- 
erica, every player pulls his 
weight, and there are no 
“prima donnas” in the 
team. 


Zubeldia, a fitness fan- 
atic, has his players at the 
peak of physical condition, 
and unlike many other 
South Americans, they 
never fold up and keep 
tunning for 90 minutes. 

It was undoubtedly their 
stamina which enabled them 
to defeat the technically 
superior Palmeiras and Rac- 
ing Buenos Aires in the 


South American Cham- 
pions Cup. 

Estudiantes are given a 
50-50 chance of winning

English champs humiliated 


England’s new champions, Manchester City, 
ealled off their Mexican tour after conceding 
three consecutive shock defeats in the United 
States. City were beaten twice by Atlanta — 3-2 
and 2-1 — and were trounced 3-0 by the 1967 
American champions, Oakland. Manchester City’s 
only excuse was that they missed Colin Bell and 
Mike Summerbee on tour. Joe Mercer’s charges 
were also beaten 2-1 by- Borussia Dortmund of 
West Germany in Kansas City in the fourth match 
of a disastrous US tour. 


Changes in Yugoslavia 
Some big changes will be made at the Yugo- 
slav FA’s Annual General Meeting on July 6. As 
from next season the First Division will include 
18 clubs instead of 16 and there will no longer be 
any restrictions on players moving abroad. Until 
now no Yugoslav player under the age of 28 was 

allowed to transfer to a foreign club. 


New Intercontinental Cup dates 
Manchester United and Estudiantes de La 


Plata have agreed to hew dates for their Inter-’ 


continental Cup tie. The first leg will be played 
in Argentina on September 25 and the return 
match at Old Trafford on October 16. Previously 
the European and South American champions had 
decided to meet on September 4 and 25. 
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The dan for the first round of 


the 1968-69 European Champions’ Cup 


and Cup-Winners’ Cup will be made on July 10 at Geneva. Teams will again 
be seeded. Every European couniry, except Albania — barred from European 
club football for two seasons — has entered its champion club. —

At the other end of the 
table few if any would give 
more than a “dog’s chance” 
that Footscray-JUST, one 
of the elite and most suc- 
cessful of Victorian teams 
in the past, will escape the 
ignominy of the big drop 
into the First Division. 

However, the backers and 


know-alls can be proved 
wrens as is often the case. 
And with 11 league 


games still to be played the 
challenging positions of 
both Hakoah and Hellas 
can be made most insecure 
with such talented sides as 
Polonia, George Cross, Cro- 
atia and Slavia breathing 
down their necks, 

The fact that JUST with 
a tteniendous burst in the 
second half of 1967 col- 
lected 15 points from their 
last 11 games shows that all 
is not lost — yet. 

Here are my impressions 
of the leading clubs after 
watching 22 State League 
matches this season:

Look 
at their points tally and 
consistency in team line-ups 
and one cannot but mark 
them. down as having their 
best chance to win their 
first-ever State League 
championship. The fact that 
recently they acquired two 
good class forwards from 
overseas further enhances 
their prospects.

“pot hunters’ since they 
took their place in the State 
Leasue, the top supported 
and top paid side in Vic- 
totian soccer is in a strong 
position to challenge for 
the State League title which 
they have won four times 
in the past six years, includ- 
ing a three in a row success 
in 1964-65 and 66. To 
boost their chances they 


badly need a real striker in 


attack who can profit from: 


their first-class wing play. 

George Cross: Winning 
every local cup competition 
some several times into the 
bargain, as well as the Aus- 
tralia Cup in 1964, George 
Cross have been soccer’s 
bridesmaids in so far as the 
State League championship 
is concerned. They have the 
talent to rectify this in 1968 
providing they play their 
cards ight. 

Polonia: If they were to 
win the State League title 
this year I’m certain it will 
be by sheer soccer skills and 
perseverance with more 
than half a side of locally 
produced players. I doubt 
if they will succeed due to 
the fact that their blend of 
experience and maturity is 
not completely balanced 
with the inexperience and 
immaturity. Still, unless they 
suffer a bad relapse, they 
should be strong contenders 
for a place in the four and 
a spot in next year’s Aus- 
tralia Cup. 

Croatia: After an inaus- 
Picious start they pulled 
themselves quickly back into 
the reckoning, suffered a 
relapse, then staged a come- 
back again to prove they. 
eannot be easily dismissed. 
If they could show more 
consistency, especially in 
attack, few would doubt 
that they could be well in 
the running for top honors 
at the end of the season. 

Slavia: As the first Vic- 
totian side to win the Aus- 
tralia Cup, in 1963, and 
with their local cup suc- 
cesses almost on a par with 
George Cross, they are like 
the Maltese side looking for 
their first league title win.
